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EEDC proposes regional economic development organization

The Coffee County Commission 
killed two birds with one stone on 
Wednesday, June 2 
with the mayors from Elba, 
Enterprise, Kinston and New 
Brockton. 

Primarily, the meeting was called 
to discuss the possibility of the 
county’s municipalities joining the 
Enterprise Economic Development 
Corporation (EEDC); however, 
commissioners used the opportunity 
to ask the towns using the county 
jail to house their prisoners for an 
additional $5 making their “fee” of 
housing inmates total $15 per pris- 
oner per day. 

Relative to the primary purpose of 
Wednesday’s meeting, the county 
commission voted in April to 
become a part of the EEDC. At that 
time, the commission agreed to con- 
tribute $50,000 per year for three 
years to the operation of the corpo- 
ration. Since that move was made by 
the county, other areas such as 
Geneva County have decided to 
pool their resources with the EEDC 
in an attempt to attract economic 
growth. 

Coffee County Commissioner 
Tom Grimsley coordinated the 
meeting last Wednesday in an effort 
to give the other county towns and 
city - Elba, Kinston and New 
Brockton - to form an alliance with 
the EEDC. 

The executive director of the 
EEDC, Tim Alford, explained to the 
group that a regional approach to 
economic development is the best 
avenue to follow. 

“By helping our neighbors to 
grow economically, eventually we 
all will reap the benefits,” he said. 

The EEDC was formed in 1994 in 
a move to initiate strategic planning 
and regional partnerships to produce 
economic growth for the area in an

effort to offset the affects of NAFTA 
and several tough years in the area’s 
agriculture 

A plan was presented in last 
week's meeting to form the 
Enterprise-Coffee-Geneva County 
Economic Development 
Corporation (ECGCEDC), with a 
board of directors consisting of 18 
members - four being from Geneva 
County and the remaining fourteen 
from Coffee County (Enterprise, 
Elba, Kinston, New Brockton and 
the county). 

One of the mayors was all for the 
idea and two others expressed reser- 
vations to the idea. 

New brockton Mayor Britt Lee 
felt that this would be great for his 
town since it had neither the 
resources or the funds to initiate an 
economic development plan on its 
own 

“] feel sure that the members of 
our town council will support such 
an organization,” Lee said. 

Elba Mayor James Grimes told 
those present that Elba had already 
set up a 12-member board to devel- 
op economic opportunities for the 
city and he was unsure as to whether 
Elba could join such an organiza- 
tion. He said that $50,000 had 
already been committed to that ven- 
ture, and he also expressed a con- 
cern of Elba losing its “individuali- 
ty” in joining an organization such 
as the ECGCEDC. 

Kinston’s mayor, Billy Mullins, 
also expressed a reservation about 
joining the ECGCEDC venture. 

Stating that “there is strength in 
numbers,” Alford expressed his 
hope that city officials would realize 
the impact that such a joint venture 
in economic development and 
would unite to form the ECGCEDC. 

The present EEDC members gave 
the cities until July 31 to make their 
final decision on the formation of a 
new development partnership. All 


Offer of large reward produces no 
new leads in missing six mystery

Area law enforcement agencies 
continue their search for the six 
missing people with no new leads 
or evidence to indicate what might 
have happened to the two men and 
four women.

They 
had been “partying” at a local night- 
club known as the Hideaway Club. 


Chief Jones, Enterprise Council

Henderson and _ the District 
Attorney’s office were successful in 
obtaining a $10,000 reward offered 
by Gov, Don Siegelman for infor- 
mation on the whereabouts of 
Lamar James Stackhouse, Angela 
Roberts Young, and Eula Jossett 
Lee all residents of Enterprise; 
James Anthony Reynolds of Webb, 
Ala.; Valerie Jones McCoy of 
Daleville, Ala; and Tamara 
Monique Ward of Ozark, Ala.

Based on an average inmate popula 
tion of 93 per day, she estimated the 
county spends $20 per day on each 
prisoner with the money going for 
the prisoners’ personal needs, med- 
ical expenses, correction personnel’s 
training, utilities, repairs and upkeep 
of the facility, 


At the present time, cities and 
towns are paying $10 per day with 
$3 of that fee going toward feeding 
the prisoners three meals per day 
The “voluntary” $5 increase would 
save the county an estimated 
$40,000 to $45,000 per year in gen- 
eral fund expenditures. 

The mayors were asked to review 
the proposal and let the commission 
know of their decision 


Daylilies bloom in the backwoods

In the backwoods of Coffee 
County, one family has turned their 
love of gardening into a business 
based on a plant that blooms for one 
day but can last forever...Its a 
daylily. 

Roger and Cherin Shaw are the 
owners of the family oriented busi- 
ness, Backwoods Daylily Garden, 
which is located just off Hwy.

“I started with five different 
daylilies,” Mrs. Shaw said.

And, Mr. and Mrs. Shaw are not

the only ones interested in daylilies 
and hybridizing. In fact, the Shaws 
said their daylily business is very 
much a family thing because their 
children also seem to love working 
with the flowers. 

“The greatest part about this is 
that we all have different tastes in 
regards to the types of daylilies we 
like,” Mrs. Shaw said. “We all work 
with different seeds, and the end 
result is distinctly different types of 
flowers.” 

And, the Shaws said the goal of 
their hybridizing efforts each year is 
to find a flower that is distinct 
enough in its presence to register 
with American Hemerocallis 
Society. (Hemerocallis is the scien- 
tific name for daylily.) 

“Your poing to put your name on 
this flower, and it will be there for- 
ever,” Mrs. Shaw said. “So, you 
want it to be something you are 
very proud of and different from 
anything else.” 

For that reason, she said they 
watch the flowers they are consider- 
ing to register each and every day. 
They take detailed notes, and try 

5 to know every- 
thing possi- 
ble about 
that flower. 
After all, 
she said they 
are looking for 
an end result 
which will be in 
request by the 
daylily buy- 
ers. Buyers 
want plants that 
not only look pretty but have a 
good bud count and rebloom, If 
the flower does not have these 
characteristics, Mrs. Shaw said 
being pretty just is not enough to 
register the flower. She said she has 
to be her worst critic when it comes 
to the flowers. 

“It’s a full time job,” Mrs. Shaw 

said. “But, I think it is good for our

children because if nothing else, it 
will have taught them patience.” 

She said she plans to work with 
daylilies for as long as she is able to 
do the very demanding work. And, 
when she is no longer able to do the 
physical work required by daylily 
gardening, Mrs. Shaw said she 
hopes at least one of her four kids 
will continue the Shaw interest in 
daylillies.” 

For now, however, the Shaws 
plan to continue to produce

“Once people get into daylilies, 
they seem to get ‘Hem 
(Hemerocallis)fever,”” Mrs. Shaw 
said. “Once you've got one, you've 
got to haye another.” 

So, whether their customers come 
from just down the road or as far 
away as Kentucky, the Shaws guar- 
antee that someone will be in the 
yard from Easter until the first of 
July and they strive to offer the best 
possible daylilies at the lowest pos-

House votes to protect social secu- 
rity surplus 

The U.S. House of 
Representatives has taken decisive 
action to protect Social Security 
surplus funds from being squan- 
dered by Washington at the expense 
of today’s and tomorrow’s seniors. 
In late May, lawmakers overwhelm- 
ingly passed the Social Security and 
Medicare Safe Deposit Box Act of 
1999 (HR 1259) to ensure that 
every dime of the Social Security 
Trust Fund surplus remains in the 
Trust Fund for future beneficiaries: 

Social Security is a sacred trust 
between the government and the 
American people; a trust that must 
be maintained and strengthened. 
Two thirds of our seniors rely on 
Social Security for at least half of 
their income. Low-wage workers 
look to Social Security for 80 per- 
cent of their income when they 
retire or become disabled. With 
such a heavy reliance on Social 
Security, it is critical that steps be 
taken to ensure that Social Security 
does not face a future financial cri- 
SIs. 

As the number of American 
retirees increases dramatically, the 
number of workers who support 
their benefits through FICA taxes is 


dropping. In 1940, there were 42 
workers paying into the Social 
Security system for each Social 
Security beneficiary. Today, there 
are just three workers for each ben 
eficiary; and, in 35 years that ratio 
will decrease to only two workers 
for each Social Security recipient 
If no action is taken to address the 
long-term solvency of Social 
Security, the Trust Fund will be 
exhausted in 2034. 

It is obvious that Americans 
depend upon Social Security and 
expect it to be there for them. The 
conservative Congress agrees. 
However, protecting and ultimately 
reforming Social Security for future 
generations will require the com- 
bined efforts of the Congress and 
the White House to accomplish 
Protecting the Social Security sur 
plus right now is a good first step in 
that process 

The Social Security and Medicare 
Safe Deposit Act, passed by the 
House on May 26, creates a “lock 
box” to protect all of the expected 
$1.8 trillion Social Security Trust 
Fund surplus over the next 10 years. 
If the lock box legislation is enacted 
into law, it would mark the first time 
since the Social Security Act was 
passed in 1935 that every Trust

Investment Praying 


“Do not be anxious about anything, but in everything, by prayer and 
petition, with thanksgiving, present your requests to God.” 


(Philippians 4:6) 


Life moves at warp speed, Our frantic, fast-paced lives leave us feeling 
drained. We’re even too busy for prayer, the very thing that can replenish 
us. The saying is true: “Hurry is the death of prayer” Lives without prayer 
are lives without power. Too many irons in the fire can put our the fire. 

You might be thinking, Oh boy, here it comes. One more reminder of a 


responsibility that I am not fulfilling. 


One more evidence that my 


Christian life doesn’t measure up; one more demand that I don’t need. 


Your friends say, “Spend time with us.’ 


Your parents say, “Come and 


see us.” Your boss says, “Come in early and stay late.” Prayer becomes 
just one more obligation t fulfill, something else to tap your time and ener- 
gy. God never intended prayer to produce more stress but instead to reduce 
it. Your perspective about prayer makes the difference. 

Think of prayer as an investment, not an expense. When the farmer buys 
seed, he doesn’t view it as an expense but an investment. Sure, it costs him 
something, but eventually it will produce more than what he paid for it. 
Martin Luther is credited with saying, “I have so much to do that I must 
spend the first three hours each day in prayer.” A well-known pastor once 
reminded me that we are “too busy not to pray!” 

Making contact with God in prayer sharpens us spiritually. The result is 
more power and effectiveness. God has been telling us this for years. 
Ecclesiastes 10:10 says, “If the axe is dull and he does not sharpen its edge, 


then he must exert more strength.” 


Since prayer is an investment, here are some high-yield prayer tips to 


include in your spiritual portfolio: 


1) Use language you are comfortable with. 
2) Get away from distractions to pray. 


3) Begin your day with prayer. 


4) Keep a journal of your prayer experiences. 

5) Strive for balance. Pray for different things and needs each day.

Ask most American parents what 
they want for their children, and the 
first answer is likely to be a good 
education. But how can you know 
if your child’s school is really per- 
forming well? Recently, we pro- 
posed “The Educational Excellence 
for All Students Act,” which would 
go a long way toward addressing 
some of your most important 
school-related concerns. How good 
is my child’s school? States and 
school districts would be required to 
give all parents annual report cards 
that include essential information 
on student achievement, teacher 


‘qualifications, class size, attendance 


and graduation rates. How safe is 
my child’s school? Schools would 
give parents an annual report of any 
gun, drug or violent incidents, and 
under the current Safe and Drug- 
Free Schools and Communities 
Program, school districts would be 
expected to adopt only proven anti- 
drug and violence prevention pro- 
grams, to intervene with troubled 
youth, and to expand character edu- 
cation programs that help children 
learn the difference between right 
and wrong. 

How can my child’s school be 
improved? There would be special 
attention to low-performing schools 
— intensive teacher training and 
extra after school and summer help 
for students trying to catch up, 
based on proven school reform 
methods. (Nineteen states have 


such actions. 
budget includes $200 million to 
help more states and school districts 
make these important improve- 
ments.) How can classroom disci 
pline be improved? — States and 
school districts would adopt fair, 
consistent discipline policies, and 
students who are suspended or 
expelled from school would receive 
appropriate supervision, counseling 
and other services.

quality of teaching be improved? 
States would test all new teachers to 
make sure they have the skills and 
knowledge they need to teach the 
subjects they'll be teaching.

100,000 new teachers would be 
hired, allowing class size in grades 
1-3 to be reduced to a national aver- 
age of 18 students.

What about after school time?

More than 1 million 
young people would receive 
expanded learning opportunities in 
academics, computers and the arts, 
and enjoy healthy recreational 
opportunities. I want to challenge 
my child to do better. Can I expect 
the school to do the same? All stu- 
dents would be expected to show 
that they are meeting high standards 
of excellence at key points in their 
education, including graduation 
from high school. In addition, the 
practice of social promotion would 
be ended, not by holding students 
back indefinitely, buy by providing 
qualified teachers, meaningful after- 
school and summer school pro- 
grams, smaller classes, and other

.oundup Ready cotton planted 
extensively this year 


Richard Petcher 
County Extension Agent 

A large percentage of cotton acres 
this year were planted with 
Roundup Ready cotton. 

Roundup can be applied to this 
cotton broadcast over the top any 
time from ground cracking up until 
the fourth true leaf stage only. This 
is actually before the fifth true leaf 
reaches the size of a quarter. 
Roundup can be post directed after 
the fourth true leaf stage. Applying 
over the top past the fourth true leaf 
stage may result in boll shed, 
delayed maturity and possible yield 
loss. 

The rate of use is 1-2 pints of 
Roundup Ultra. No surfactant is 
needed. For larger weeds, especially 
morning glory, nutsedge, sicklepod 
or Bermuda grass or in times of 
drought stress use the 2-pint rate. 
For extra bum on these weeds you 
may add 2 |b. of a 99 % pure spray 
grade Ammonium Sulfate, 

Many distributors are selling a 
liquid formulation. Use their recom- 
mended rate. Best control is 
achieved when weeds are small and 
there is moisture and weeds are 


actively growing. It only takes 3 
days for cotton to go from the 4th to 


the Sth true leaf stage. So timing of 


application is very important. A total 
of four quarts of Roundup Ultra may 
be applied form cotyledon to lay by, 
but do not apply more than 2 pints in 
a single application. Throughout the 
season always wait 10 days and at 
least 2 nodes of growth before 
applying the next application. 

Use no more than four applica- 
tions per growing season. Not all 
cotton plants will reach the fourth 
leaf stage at the same time. Roundup 
is one of the few chemicals that 
works well in low volumes. It works 
well with 5-10 gallons and even 
lower volumes if using aerial or spe- 
cialized equipment. 

When fields are too wet and will 
be wet for a prolonged time you may 
want to consider aerial application. 
From time to time a grower may 
want to add a cotton insecticide to 
this mix. Be sure to read the other 
products label. Most insecticides 
will work fine. Dimethoate for 
example though may cause a cos- 
metic burn to the cotton. 


Weed control recommended for 
pastures and hay fields 


Stan Windham

In the last several weeks we have 
had a considerable number of calls 
regarding weed control for pastures 
and hay fields. Some of the fields 
are newly established and others are 
fields that have been around for 
years and years. Each situation is 
handled differently and there are 
several chemicals on the market 
that you can use : 

For hay fields, during establish- 
ment, 2,4-D Amine is an excellent 
chemical that will control most 
annual broadleaf weeds, You can 
apply it any time during the grow- 
ing season when weeds are 6 inches 
tall or less. Sometimes you have to 
repeat applications and be sure to 
watch your drift from the hay field 
or pasture into a crop field, 

Another product we have had 

numerous question about is Grazon 
P+D. Grazon is a chemical that 
should be applied with a non-ionic 
surfactant. Applications with 
Grazon should be made only to per- 
manent grass pasture and hay fields. 
You do not want to plant any other 
crops on treated land for at least two 
years. Grazon is a restricted use 
pesticide that gives broad spectrum 
control of broadleaf weeds and 
some residual activity on late ger- 
minating weeds, We are a little late 
in the year to make good use of 
Grazon, but it is a product that for 
certain hard to kill weeds can pro- 
vide some measure of control, 
There has been some success using 
Grazon on prickly pear cactus. The 
results have not been great but there 
has been some control. 

Another question centers around 
the chemical Crossbow. Crossbow 
controls a number of annual and 
biennial broadleaf weeds and few 


perennial weeds when applied in 
the spring or early summer to 
actively growing weeds. Crossbow 
probably has its best use on woody 
weeds like blackberry and willow 
trees and things like this. You can 
use it as a spot treatment with a one 
and one-half percent solution. There 
are some hay and grazing restric- 
tions so you want to be sure to con- 
sult the label directions for this. 

One final question centers around 
Weed Master. Weed Master is a 
chemical that will control dog fen- 
nel, smart weed, horse nettle and 
just about all the weeds that any of 
the 2,4-D products will control, In 
south Alabama its probably best 
used about the end of May. We have 
used it on into the summer with a 
fair amount of success, particularly 
if you can bushog the weeds and get 
them back down low. Weed Master 
is a mixture of 2,41) and Dicamba. 
It is an excellent herbicide to use to 
clean up pastures that can’t seem to 
get a jump on the weeds that are out 
there, 

Another way to control weeds, 
that we need to mention, particular- 
ly on bahia grass pastures, is get 
your fertility where it belongs and 
put pressure on the pasture by graz- 
ing or mowing. By doing this, 
bahia, many times, over a period of 
a season or two, will begin to take 
the pasture back without any chem- 
ical control, 

All of these chemicals have a 
place. Each situation particularly in 
permanent pastures and hay fields is 
a little bit different. Give me a call 
if you have any questions that are 
more specific about your situation 
and I will be glad to help you out.

What does it mean when the doctor tells you 
your blood pressue is high?

When was the last time you had 
your blood pressure checked? What 
does it mean when your doctor tells 
you your blood pressure is high? It 
means that your heart has to pump 
harder than it should to get blood to 
all parts of your body. This raises 
your chances for a stroke, and heart 
and kidney problems. However, 
you can lower your blood pressure 
Anytime is a good time to begin. 
Follow these tips: 

i If your doctor says you 
weigh too much, lose weight. Be 
more active and eat fewer foods 
high in salt and sodium. Also, cut 


back on alcohol. 

“! To help you lose weight, 
eat less fat and calories. Cut back on 
foods high in sugar such as soda and 
candy, Eat smaller amounts of foods 
at meals and eat fewer snacks during 
the day. 

* Be more active each day by 
taking a walk and using the stairs. 
Park farther away from the store or 
work in the garden or yard. If those 
suggestions are too mild for you, go 
for a bike ride or go dancing. 

You can fix foods with less salt 
and sodium by using herbs, spices 
and fruit juices to season food. Do 
not add Salt to food when cooking or 
at the table. 


Free mamograms available in 


Coffee County

We in Coffee County have all 
Opportunity to decrease the severity 
of breast cancer. Free mammograms 
are available to those who qualify. 

African American women have a 
higher breast cancer death rate than 
women of any other race. White 
women have the highest breast can- 
cer_incidence than any other racial 
group. Even though more white 
women get breast cancer, it is 
detected at a much earlier stage than 
the African American women. The 
death rate among African American 
is 20 percent higher than white 
women. The primary reason for 
these drastic differences in statistics 
is early detection. 

The only clear evidence for 
reduction in the severity of breast 
cancer is early detection. Factors 
associated but not proven in the 
development of breast cancer are 
high fat diet, absence of anti-oxidant 
vitamins (A, C, FE), aleohol, and 
sedentary life style. In the laborato 
ry some of these may alter breast 
cancer rates but no clear clinical evi 
dence (in humans) exists for any of 
these. There is hope that soon we 
will have medications that will pre 
vent breast The research 
data is still very preliminary, but 
hopeful, Tamoxifen may have a role 
in the future. Recent findings show 
that it can reduce a woman's s 
chance of getting cancer consider- 
ably. There is more research going 
on now than even in the past thanks 
to the elevated awareness created by 
concerned citizens. 

Women need to get annual mam- 
mograms, see their doctor, eat a bal- 
anced diet, exercise regularly, if you 


cancer 


use alcohol, use in moderation and 
if a supplement is necessary, use a 
regular multivitamin from the drug- 
store. 

Currently, Extension is working 
with the Alabama Partnership for 
Cancer Control in Underserved 
Populations. This group is support- 
ed by UAB. Our mission is to reach 
these populations with cancer infor- 
mation and services that will 
decrease the incidence of cancer in 
the underserved. Most undérserved 
communities haye more cancer 
deaths due to lack of early screen- 
ing. 

The Center of Disease Control is 
funding a project called the 
Alabama Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Screening Program. Public 
Health is implementing this pro- 
gram statewide. Currently, a woman 
that -is between the ages of 50 and 
64 can get a free mammogram if 
they meet the income guidelines 
(200% of poverty or have a high 
insurance deductible). Medicaid 
does not pay for any screening for 
women. Medicare at age 65 will 
cover break cancer screening. Many 
women already have a malignancy 
by (lie time they find a lump. Early 
detection has not been an option tor 
many in the past 

It is estimated that approximately 
800 women in Coffee County alone 
qualify for this program, To date, 
only about 50 have been screened. 
To get an appointment women need 
only call the Coffee County Health 
Department, They will provide the 
eligibility information, Women 
must first have a pelvic and clinical 
breast exam before going to 
Medical Center Enterprise for their 
free mammogram. All of these ser- 
vices are free to those who qualify.

Chufa grown

Chufa is productive perennial 
sedge planted mainly as a fall and 
winter food for wild turkeys. 
Nutsedge is a major problem weed 
in this county. Every peanut and 
cotton farmer and every homeown- 
er knows what a pest nutsedge can 
be. There is no doubt that it can be 
gown well in this area. 

Chufa also grows well in this 
area and is a favorite food of most 
wildlife including turkeys, deer, 
quail, squirrel and wild hogs. The 
tuber of the chufa provides a 
digestible protein of 8% and fat of 
21% for the wildlife. 

Tubers are available or can be 
ordered at most farm stores. The 
price this year is approximately 
$4.00 a pound. Besides growing for 
wildlife, this may be a crop some- 
one may produce for seed. 

Chufa grows best on sandy soils, 
and it is also easier for turkeys to 
dig them in sandy ground. Chuta 
will also grow on slightly acidic 
soils. Chufa does best if it does not 
have to compete with grass and 
other weeds. So they do well on 
land that was cultivated the previ- 
ous season. Chufa also needs good 
sunlight. Chufa planted on recently 
cultivated land should be drilled in 
rows and cultivated to control the 
weeds. 

For wildlife plots, usually one 
acre of chufa for 100 acres of habi- 
tat provides sufficient production 
of tubers for wild turkeys. The best 
time to plant is from May 15 to July 
10, Disk your plots thoroughly and 
add lime and fertilizer according to 
soil test recommendations. When 
broadcasting chufa, you need 
between 30 and 40 pounds of 
tubers per acre on a well-prepared 
seedbed. Lightly disk over the scat- 
tered tubers, covering them with 
one-half inch of soil. When 

row planting, use 20 pounds of 
tubers per acre in rows 36-42 inch- 
es apart. Soil testing is the best way 
to determine fertilizer recommen- 
dations. If you did not soil test, 
apply 300-400 pounds of a bal- 
anced fertilizer per acre and side or 
top dress with about 100 pounds of 
ammonium nitrate per acre when 
the plants are 8-12 inches high 

Protect chufa plots from cattle 
grazing and compaction, Deer, 
hogs, raccoons and squirrels often 
dig up seedlings and immature 
tubers. You will need to keep 
wildlife off the patch as much as 
possible during the early part of the 
growing season. 

Chufa production can be extend 
ed each year by disking and fertiliz- 
ing during the spring the previous 
year’s plot, but best yields come 
from freshly reseeded sites, After 
two to three years on the same site, 
weeds and insect damage will 
reduce yields, Original plots should 
then be left fallow for several years 
while new plots are established 
elsewhere.

but still limited

Since you are not old Mother 
Hubbard, chances are your cabinets 
are full of food. Being familiar with 
the recommended shelf life of vari 
ous foods, helps you be sure that 
the food you are eating is safe. 

Knowing how to store food prop 
erly and how long it will keep 
means fewer food dollars wasted 
When food is stored, it should 
retain all of the nutrients it had 
when purchased 

Non-perishable food items such 
as cereals, snack foods, and dry 
packaged foods, such as rice, retain 
quality best in dry relatively cool 
environments. Cabinets over the 
range, near the dishwasher, or by 
the refrigerator exhaust may be too 
warm for food. Warm temperatures 
may affect the nutritional quality of 
the food and allow microorganisms 
to grow causing food spoilage. 

While canned foods have a long 
shelf life, it is recommended that 
you try not to keep canned foods 
for more than one year. The color, 
flavor, texture, and nutritive value 
may have deteriorated in old 
canned goods. Canned goods 
should be stored at an optimum 
temperature of 70 degrees F and no 
higher than 95 F. 

Looking at the condition of the 
can is one indicator of how safe the 
food is inside the can, Discard 
bulging cans because the food 
inside may be spoiled. Avoid buy- 
ing cans with dents on the side 
seams or around the top and bottom 
rim seams. If a can is leaky, throw 
it away. Check for leakage in rusty 
cans. The rust may have penetrated 
the can and contaminated the food 
inside. 

Bread stays fresh longer if stored 
in a cool, dry place. Refrigeration 
hastens staling of bread by retard- 
ing mold growth. High moisture 
breads such as English muffins and 
brownand- serve breads should be 
stored in the refrigerator. Hard- 
crust breads, such as French bread, 
should be stored at room tempera- 
ture and used within one or two 
days of purchase. Freeze fresh 
bread if you want to store it for a 
longer time. 

Flour should be kept in an air- 
tight container. In hot and humid 
weather, flour may draw moisture 
permitting the growth of microor- 
ganisms. Whole wheat flour should 
be kept refrigerated year round 
because the natural oils in the flour 
may become rancid quickly if 
stored at room temperature. 

Vegetables such as dry onions, 
potatoes, rutabagas, and winter 
squash keep best in cool dark 
places. Most fruits and vegetables 
should be ripened at room tempera- 
ture and then refrigerated until 
ready to use. 

Cereals, crackers, and snacks 
should be consumed by the “best if 
consumed by date” or “use by 
date”. Normally, if ready-to-eat 
cereal is opened, it can be kept for 
two to three months provided the 
package liner is tightly refolded 
after opening. 

Coffee in cans can be stored for 
one year if unopened and for two 
weeks if opened, Unopened instant 
coffee can be stored for six months 
and for two weeks if opened, 

Cornmeal, grits, honey, jellies 
and jams, and unopened molasses 
all have a shelf life of one year 

Spaghetti, macaroni, and other 
pustas keep for two years if stored 
in airtight containers 

An unopened bottle of salad 
dressing can be stored for ten to 
twelve months. Onceopened, how- 
ever, it should be refrigerated and 
van be kept for three months. 

Solid shortenings do not require 
refrigeration and can be kept for 
eight months. 

Biscuit, brownie, cake, and muf- 
fin mixes can be stored for nine 
months if kept cool and dry. 

The shelf life of crackers is three 
months. Pudding mixes and soup 
mixes both keep for one year. 
Unopened catsup and chili sauce 
can be stored for one year; if 
opened, one month. Mustard may 
be stored for two years if unopened 
and for six to eight months if 
opened, Parmesan cheese can be 
kept for twelve months if unopened 
and for two months if opened. 
Peanut butter can be stored for six 
to nine months if unopened and for 
two months if opened. If stored in 
the refrigerator, peanut butter keeps 
longer.

LAND COULD PROVIDE DIRT AND POSSIBLE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT NEAR COUNTY LANDFILL 


Coffee County Commission passes on purchase of 157 acres of land

The Coffee County Commission 
concluded its bi-monthly meeting in 
less than an hour even with a 10- 
plus minute recess thrown in. 

Probably the most significant 
action taken by the commission was 
the rejection of a motion to purchase 
a 157 acre parcel of land located 
across the road from the county 
landfill on AL. Hwy. 125 just north- 
east of Elba. The price of the land 
was $295,000 which included a 
house. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook, 
after commenting that the commis- 
sion had been discussing the pur- 
chase of the land across from the 
landfill for some time, made a 
motion to go ahead with the pur- 
chase by contacting South Alabama 
Electric Cooperative concerning a 
ten-year interest free loan. She noted 
the land could be used for supplying 
dirt to the landfill and possibly 
industrial development. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
offered an amendment to 
Westbrook’s motion that should the 
loan be secured and the land pur- 
chased, the highway department and 
the landfill place in their annual 


-budgets the sums of $10,000 and 


$25,000 respectively to go toward 
the repayment of the loan. 

In the discussion of the motions, 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
commented, “I think we are getting 
a little ahead of ourselves. I don’t 
think the commission has ever 
decided to purchase the property at 
the price they’re wanting.” 

Commissioner Stephens said, “I 
realize the property is high ...I think 
for the well being of the landfill and 
highway department the property is 
something that we need.” 

He noted that they [commission- 
ers] had just looked at buying a 
small parcel of land just two miles 
from this site to be used as a “clay 
pit” for $36,000 “which we’re going 
to do.” 

Westbrook said the land could 
also be used to construct a water 
treatment plant for the landfill and in 
time, the gases produced by the 
landfill could be utilized in an indus- 
trial manner. 

Both Westbrook’s motion and 
Stephens’ amendment were voted 
down 4 to 3 with Westbrook, 


Stephens and Kayo 
Lewis voting for, and 
Commissioners Tom 
Grimsley, Dalrymple, 
Len Averett and 
Brooks opposing the 
action. 

Randy Tindell, 
Coffee County 
Engineer, expressed 
disappointment in the 
action by the commis- 
sion and hopes they 
will reconsider. 

Turning to other 
matters of business, 
RAY ee a Me 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns pre- 
sented his annual report - as required 
by law - to the commissioners for 
their approval prior to its being sub- 
mitted to the state. In the report, he 
details the insolvents, litigations and 
settlements for the previous year. 

He told the commission that his 
office had collected $7,034,000 in 
taxes during the past year. 

Burns summed up his report com- 
menting, “This has been an awful 
good year for our office. Basically, 
the state owes us roughly $25 back 
out of $7,034 for this year.” With 
that, he asked the commissioners to 
approve the settlement so he could 
carry it to Montgomery this week. 

The county engineer had only a 
couple of items to present to the 
commission for their consideration. 

First, he presented the recommen- 
dation by the landfill committee that 
the credit application from 
Enterprise State Junior College be 
approved. Commissioners okayed 
the application. 

Second, Tindell asked for the 
commission’s permission to adver- 
tise for bids for preparation and 
paving of Co. Rd. 623. He noted, 
“This road is a budgeted road and is 
a part of our paving schedule.” This 
was also approved. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley reported that the buy-out 
portion of the hazard mitigation pro- 
ject was nearing completion, and the 


next phase involves the relocation of 


two county residents - one in the Big 
Creek area (Wayne White residence) 
and the other in the Whitewater 
Creek area (Jewel Turner residence). 

The cost of relocating the Turner 
residence is $11,700 with the county 
paying $2,925 and the Federal

The Elba School Board met last 
Wednesday evening and had some 
good news for teachers and other 
staff members who didn’t have 
tenure. They had all been formally 
terminated at the end of the school 
year but each was issued a letter 
renewing their contract for the next 
year upon a recommendation of 
Superintendent Charles Pearce and 
a unanimous vote of the board. 
There are three teaching vacan- 
cies in the school system which 
Pearce recommended waiting to fill 
until the total state allotted teacher 
unit allocations are determined. 
Under the guidelines for earning 
teacher units, Elba would lose 1.98 
units this year. However, the “40 
day report” was taken right after the 
1998 Elba flood in which 47 stu- 
dents were lost due to family dis- 
placements. Pearce noted that all 
but 15 were back before the year 
ended and he has applied for a hard- 
ship waver on the 40 day report and 
expects it to be approved.

A prominent Enterprise attorney 
has been disbarred as a result of an

Jr. was disbarred from the practice 
of Jaw by the Alabama Supreme 
Court. The action was taken in con- 
junction with Carmichael’s consent 
to disbarment which was filed with 
the Disciplinary Board of the 
Alabama State Bar. 

he Bar’s disciplinary rules allow 
an attorney who is the subject of an 
investigation or proceeding involy- 
ing misconduct to voluntarily sur- 
render his or her license,

funds” checks from his attorney's 
trust account. 

Carmichael’s trust records were 
audited by the Bar's Office of 
General Council.

Carmichael and his attorney met 
with the bar on May 29, and he 
signed the consent to disbarment at 
that time

County man among six individuals 
arrested in federal drug round-up 


A Coffee County man has been 
arrested in a federal drug bust. 

Last Wednesday, local, state and 
federal law enforcement officers 
conducted a round-up of suspects 
wanted on federal drug indictments. 

All of the suspects were arrested 
in the Wiregrass area on federal 
grand jury indictments charging 
them with conspiracy to manufac- 
ture methamphetamine. They were 
later transported (last Thursday) to 
Montgomery for initial appearances 
before a federal magistrate. 

Those individuals arrested were 
as follows: John 
Enterprise; Richard C, Carroll, 29, 
Charles R. Logan, 39, and Judy 


Garzi, 36, of 


Logan, 38, all of Samson; Michael 
Clements, 23, of Daleville; and 
Johnny Mercer (no age given) of 
Houston County. 

The arrests were a result of the 
combined efforts and continuing 
investigation by local, state and fed- 
eral law enforcement agencies into 
the illegal manufacture and distrib- 
ution of methamphetamine in the 
Southeast Alabama area. 

Also, during the arrest of the 
Logans and Carroll in Samson, a 
large quantity of freshly cooked 
methamphetamine and components 
of a meth lab were seized 
Additional charges are expected in 
relation to this seizure
